WASHINGTON, D. C., April 27 — 
New Castle was a better city for in­ 
dependent retailers in the first quar­ 
ter of this year than most Penn­ 
sylvania communities. 
Sales of independent retail stores 
in New Castle during the January- 
March period increased 12.7 per cent 
over the corresponding 1939 months. 
In Pennsylvania as a whole, such 
sales gained only S-9 per cent in the 
same period. New Castle topped all 
cities in the 25,000 to 49.999 popula­ 
tion group with the exception of 
Sharon and Lebanon. 
Among the smaller cities, Butler 
had an increase of 14.6 per cent, 
outranking all in this group save 
Washington. 
Pittsburgh was credited with an 
8.9 per cent gain in independent re­ 
tail sales. Erie had an increase of 
11.1 per cent, Philadelphia 6.7 per 
cent and Harrisburg 13.6 per cent. 
These figures were released by the 
Census Bureau today.

ELECTRIC APPLIANCE REPAIR—The “bogus” repair man 
sometimes tells housewives that for a small charge he 
will repair vvnum cleaners or ether appliances at his 
shop. He may try to collect for unauthorized work— 
or may not return your appliance. 


ENDLESS CHAIN—Endless chain schemes are mathemati­ 
cally unsound and the majority of participants must lose. 
The Post Office Department has declared mam of them 
lotteries and. therefore, illegal. Many are outright frauds.

EXPEDITIONS—Investigate so-called scientific experti*tons 
or motion picture productions that require people to ad­ 
vance their share of the expense.

FICTITIOUS LIST PRICES—When used in advertising it is 
a price at which the merchandise does not regularly and 
normally sell. Often used as a basis oi comparison with 
a sale price to misrepresent that the difference in the 
two prices is a “saving”. 


FLOWERS—If a salesman of Chinese horned nuts represents 
that they will bloom into flowers when placed in water, 
examine his display. It may be faked by fixing a prim­ 
rose in the nut with wax.

TAXLESS SPECIAL SESSION FOR RELIEF 
T 
HE special session 
of the 
Pennsylvania Legislature, which 
G o v e rn o r Jam es has scheduled for May 6, is m ade neces­ 
sary by the near-exhaustion of funds for public assistance. 


It is planned to provide a sufficiently large additional a p ­ 
propriation to carry relief until after the first of the year, when 
the regular session of the Assembly can take up the problem. 


W h a te v er the am ount provided, it will not com e from 
new taxes, which is pleasing news for the taxpayers. 
The need­ 
ed funds will be supplied by transfers from other items and by 
issuance of tax anticipation notes. 


If the W ashington authorities had given a better break to 
Pennsylvania for the'iast year or m ore in the allocation of work 
relief funds the m oney for state relief would not have run low 
so soon. 
But with the WPA quota allowed this state fixed be­ 
low Pennsylvania’s proportionate needs, and with the quota it­ 
self rarely reached, an excessive burden was placed for m any 
m o n th s upon direct relief, resulting in rapid diminution of avail­ 
able funds. 


It is the expectation at Harrisburg that the special session 
will be brief, and there is no reason why it should not be. 
Re­ 
lief for the unemployed is a must. 
The few other subjects 
which may figure in the call, such as the proposed authorization 
tor extending the Pennsylvania turnpike from Harrisburg to 
Philadelphia, should cause no controversy. 


It has been the endeavor of the James administration to 
avoid tax additions. 
At last regular session further taxation was 
averted, to everyone’s relief, and the plan to make the com­ 
ing special session a taxless one is in keeping with the governor’s 
helpful policy in this matter. 


GUIDANCE FOR NEW CITIZENS 
One report presented at the recent national meeting of the D, A. 
R. dealt with the work of members of the society who, during the past 
year, helped to prepare aliens for citizenship and helped newly naturaliz­ 
ed citizens “in the exercise of their privileges and obligations.” 
It is good to hear of such work at a time when there is more than 
usual clamor against all aliens and even against foreign-born citizens. 
If more native Americans who look with fearful eye upon Americans of 
foreign background would help the newcomers to understand our coun­ 
try and become adjusted to its ways, it would be wholesome for all con­ 
cerned. 
The proportion of spies and enemies among our alien residents is 
really very low, and the proper authorities may be relied upon to take 
care of that problem. The success of aliens in becoming good citizens de­ 
pends largely upon our own faithfulness in practice to the democratic 
principles we preach.

IN ORDER to learn 
well at 
school, a child must want to learn 
and believe he can. To scold or pun­ 
ish him for poor grades or failures 
is absurd. I^n o t only doesn’t help 
him gain better grades but It also 
makes him hate the things he is 
supposed to learn. In the long run 
it slows up his learning. 
Some coercion might be warrant­ 
ed in requiring him to go through 
certain routines, such as handing in 
a written assignment on time at 
school, or being at his place of study 
at home at certain regular periods. 
In addition to cultivating in him 
habits of regular application, as in 
doing home work at a regular time, 
for instance, you need most to set 
the stage so he will succeed as he 
tries to learn and enjoy satisfaction 
from success. As a result of his suc­ 
cesses he acquires new hope and in­ 
terest which, in turn, arouse him 
to expend more effort to win still 
more success, and so on. 
Child Is Dreamer 
“Dear 
Dr. 
Myers,” 
a 
mother 
writes, “my son is 11 years old and 
in the sixth grade. He has always 
just gotten through on condition but 
now his grades are below passing 
His teacher says he can do the work 
but will not apply himself; he just 
sits and dreams. 
First I tried re­ 
wards, which failed to bring results, 
then I deprived him of his toys, ra­ 
dio programs and funny magazines 
(of which he is extremely fond), but 
still to no avail. His Dad even tried 
spanking him, but he just takes on 
that abused attitude when correct­ 
ed. The teacher and I are both de­ 
spairing of how to wake up his am­ 
bition, so any suggestion from you 
would be most appreciated. There 
is one other child In the family.” 
I wrote this mother and advised 
her not to scold or punish that boy 
for his school failures since they 
already have discouraged him so 
much that he hardly has the heart 
to keep on trying. 
“You can be sure that w’hat he is 
supposed to learn at school is too 
hard for him. With failures always 
facing him, how is he going to get 
the courage to keep striving? How 
could you and I do so in his place? 
Sit dowm with the teacher and try 
to find out exactly what the lad’s 
learning difficulties are. 
Does he 
have trouble in arithmetic, in spell­ 
ing, in reading? What is the nature 
of this trouble? 
May Read Poorly 
wThe chances are that he reads 
very poorly. 
Most who fail at his 
age do. Nearly all of his work is 
based on reading, you see. 
If he 
fails in history or geography or 
science, he really fails in reading. 
Reading difficulties even can ham­ 
per his work in arithmetic. 
It’s 
likely all of his textbooks are so 
hard for him that he can read them 
only very slowly, stumbling over 
every other word or so. 
“Read aloud to him most of his 
hard assignments. Then encourage 
him to read for self-improvement 
for half an hour or so daily, from 
books or magazines several grades 
easier than the one he is in. Per­ 
suade him or even hire him to read 
aloud to a child too young to go to 
school for this child’s enjoyment. 
But be very patient; never let your­ 
self grow angry at his errors. Walk 
away the moment you do. Rejoice 
with him oven his success, however 
small.”

JUVENILE DELINQUENCIES 


’’Strangely 
enough, 
delinquency 
drops when times get hard and in­ 
creases as they get better,” says 
Judge Hawley S. Mott of the Toron­ 
to, Canada, Family Court in his an­ 
nual report. This surely is strange, 
but Judge Mott's wide experience 
with juvenile delinquency qualifies 
him to speak with authority. 
The impression of those who have 
not studied the problem of juvenile 
delinquency may be that with im­ 
proving conditions parents should 
be better able to look after their 
children. 
There is another angle to the 
question: During the years of hard 
times many homes have not been 
cheerful places. Long periods on re­ 
lief, with associated depression of 
mind for sensitive persons humil­ 
iated by dependence on public sup­ 
port or the charity organizations af­ 
fect the wliole family. 
Children 
especially would feel the influence 
of such a home atmosphere. 
Be­ 
coming restless, they seek amuse­ 
ment elsewhere, with the streets as 
a resort and the corner gang as 
companions. 
It will be difficult to reclaim chil­ 
dren who have grown up during a 
decade of such surroundings and 
who have gone astray, and when the 
head of the house is removed from 
home, perhaps by employment else­ 
where, such children provide a new 
difficulty. 
With improvement in general con­ 
ditions, children in their early ’teens 
to be sufficiently respectful toward signal changes at intersections. They who have slipped into the delin- 
perslst in driving through long after the red light has flashed, send- fluent class see only opportunity for 
ing pedestrians, lucky enough to escape, scurrying back to the curbs.

TRAFFIC DEATHS RISING 
The general upward trend in automobile fatalities in the first 
quarter of the present year is disturbing to the Federated Safety Coun­ 
cils of America, which has appealed to the police and to the courts of 
the country* to “stiffen up on traffic enforcement.” 
This rise in fatalities is the more disappointing because it follows 
upon a year that saw tremendous progress in the cutting down of auto­ 
mobile deaths. 
In 1939 there were only 32,100 such fatalities as com­ 
pared to 39,643 in 1937. The Federation, in calling attention to the cur­ 
rent Increase, particularly in urban areas, pointed to the need for greater 
Control at crossings. 
Courses in courtesy for impatient motorists also 
were suggested. 
This state has made considerable progress through safety educa­ 
tion in cutting down automobile fatalities, but there still is much room 
for improvement. In fact, this year's record indicates little likelihood of 
showing any improvement over last year. Accidents caused by excessive 
speed probably will not be cut down. And many drivers do not appear

Bidding from the nose in chil­ 
dren is so common that parents fre­ 
quently come to look on it as a per­ 
fectly natural and normal thing and 
let it go at that. 
I don't suppose 
any child avoids a few nosebleeds, 
but when it does occur parents do 
well to find out what caused it. 
Most nosebleeds result from sim­ 
ple causes. Such as sharp blow, or 
excessive picking of the nose, a 
habit many children indulge in. For 
rome reason the child seems more 
susceptible to nosebleeds than either 
the baby or the adult. Most nose­ 
bleeds occur in youngsters between 
the ages of three to 15 years. 
When bleeding comes form an 
apparently healthy nose 
and no 
cause can be found for it, then some 
internal organ is likely at fault. 
Often it is a symptom of adenoids. 
It is especially noted in cases of 
typhoid fever and is also seen in 
measles, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
and many other children’s diseases. 
Parents usually have no need to 
be worried over a child’s nosebleed. 
Ordinarily 
it 
isn’t a 
dangerous 
symptom but it does mean that 
something is wrong and should be 
investigated. There have been cases 
of nosebleed that refused to stop, 
and the patient has eventually died 
of loss of blood, but such cases are 
so rare that we needn't be alarmed 
about them. In fact to balance this 
kind of occurrence, we have cases 
where a nosebleed is actually bene­ 
ficial. 
For instance^ in cerebros- 
pilal meningitis it has been found 
that very grave cases sometimes de­ 
velop nose Weed. 
When this hap­ 
pens it is very often accompanied 
by a lower temperature, and the pa­ 
tient has begun to recover. 
The 
nosebleed was the turning point in 
the illness. 
In adults, unexplained nosebleed 
inlicates the possibility of various 
disturbances, including early nasal 
cancer. 
Since nosebleed is so common, 
there are dozens of traditional home 
treatments for it. 
Most of the, 
remedies are sensible, but now' and 
then I have run across a home rem-

edy that has been the wrong thing 
to do. For instance, I had one young 
man come to see me about his nose­ 
bleeds. They had been going on for 
some time before he finally came to 
see about them. I asked him what 
he had been doing for them. 
“Oh. I just take my handkerchief 
and blow' the blood out,’’ he told me. 
I asked him if he blew violently, and 
he admitted that he did. Someone 
had advised him to do it, he ex­ 
plained. 
Of course, his method of 
treating nosebleed accounted for his 
having so many of them, and it was 
a wonder he didn’t give himself a 
fatal haemorrhage. 
Another remedy, almost as bad, 
is fairly common, and I have known 
it to be practiced in schools. That 
is for the victim of the bleeding to 
sit with his head down between his 
knees. Well, that is just like turn­ 
ing an open bottle upeide down— 
the blood flows to the head because 
it is held low, and once at the head, 
i* pours out through the nose.
